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FOREWORD 


Women's  work  in  the  Church  is  not  confined  to  the 
Parish  House  kitchen,  the  sacristy,  the  choir  room  and  the 
class  rooms.  A  woman  does  not  become  a  "member"  of  the 
Episcopal  Churchwomen  by  attending  meetings.  This  kind 
of  church  work,  these  meetings,  are  given  greater  signifi- 
cance and  deeper  meaning  than  that,  by  our  understanding 
that  the  work  of  the  women  is  the  work  of  the  Church.  A 
woman's  primai*y  vocation  is  to  be  a  Christian,  to  serve 
God,  wherever  she  is:  in  her  home,  behind  a  counter  or 
desk,  in  the  Parish  House,  or  at  worship  in  the  church.  A 
woman  becomes  a  member  of  this  fellowship  of  service 
through  baptism. 

This  Handbook  is  primarily  concerned  with  one  impor- 
tant aspect  of  the  work  of  women  in  the  church ;  that  which 
is  channelled  through  the  organizational  life  of  the  parish. 
But  for  the  first  time  we  are  including  the  names  of  all 
Episcopal  Churchwomen.  For  every  woman  who  is  bap- 
tized is  a  member;  every  woman  who  "Follows  Christ, 
worships  God  every  Sunday  in  His  Church,  and  works  and 
prays  and  gives  for  the  spread  of  His  Kingdom"  is  an 
active  member.

She  should  feel  especially  responsible  for 
the  establishment  and  perpetuation  of  prayer  groups  and/ or  other  Bible 
study  groups.  And  finally,  she  should  encourage  the  women  in  her  Chapter 
to  adopt  the  habit  of  setting  aside  some  portion  of  each  day  for  private 
devotions.

Will  you  seriously  consider  this  statement  made  by  the  National  Depart- 
ment of  Christian  Social  Relations?  ''God  created  all  life.  God  wills  to 
redeem  all  of  it  within  the  context  of  the  world  in  which  he  has  placed  us. 
The  mission  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  of  the  Na- 
tional Council  is  that  of  the  Church  itself — to  bring  all  of  human  living, 
individual  and  social,  under  the  reign  of  God.  The  particular  function  of 
a  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  is  to  help  the  Church  to  reach 
out  to  this  world  in  which  we  live,  communicating  the  Gospel  in  terms 
relevant  to  its  culture  and  society.  It  is  a  task  of  evangelism,  of  judgment 
and  of  healing.  It  is  concerned  with  the  individual  both  within  his  own 
personality  and  in  his  relationship  to  others.  It  must  deal  with  all  of  life, 
not  only  that  part  of  life  which  is  within  the  organized  Church  but  with 
that  vastly  larger  area  which  is  sometimes  called  'secular.'  It  is  a  depart- 
ment of  Christian  living.  The  authority  for  this  is  found  in  the  life,  work, 
and  teachings  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  set  forth  in  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures. ' '
